Other employments were listed as Physician in Charge of the 
Provincial Mental Hospital, Brandon, Manitoba, Canadaj Assistant Psychiatrist, 
Phipps Clinic, Zurich, Switzerland* Assistant Psychiatrist, Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, Baltimore, Maryland, and as Assistant Psychiatrist, Glasgow Royal 
Mental Hospital, Glasgow, Scotland.
